Using white chalk, trace skull eyebrows, pupils, 
nose, and smile onto black felt. Cut out pieces.

Using matching threads, sew 
pieces in place approximately Ys inch inside 
the edges of each shape. 

With right sides together, sew the skull 
shapes together using a ¥2-inch seam 
allowance and leaving a 4-inch opening 
along one side. Stuff the opening with 
fiberfill. Hand-sew the opening closed 
using matching thread. 

Bones: Using the patterns on page 11, 
trace the bone pattern four times onto 
white fleece; cut out the pieces. With right 
sides together, sew the bones together in 
pairs using a Y2-inch seam allowance and 
leaving a 3-inch opening along the side 
of each pillow. Stuff each opening with 
fiberfill, Hand-sew the openings closed 
using matching thread.

Cut strips from small black-and-white polka dot paper for 
shutters. Crimp the strips, and glue them to the sides of the 
windows as shown in the photograph. 

Measure the size of the windows and cut squares from 
yellow paper 1 inch larger all around. Glue a yellow square to 
the back of each window. Repeat for the door using orange 
paper. Add a black brad to the door for a doorknob. 

Adhere number stickers to the green paper; cut out using 
scalloped-edge scissors. Ink the edges with black ink. Adhere 
them above the door with tape. 
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Roof: Punch squares from lime- 
green card stock. Ink the edges 
of each square with black ink. 
Glue the squares onto the roof, 
overlapping pieces and trimming 
squares to fit tight areas if needed. 
Base: Cut crafts sticks at varying lengths. 

Trace the sticks onto the gray card stock; cut out. Glue papers 

to the sticks. Ink the stick edges and fronts with black ink. Hot- 
glue the sticks to the base edge for the fence. 

To make the sign, pen the word “vacancy” on green card 
stock and cut into a rectangle. Punch two holes along the top 
edge. Cut a 6-inch length of black wire and coil it around a 
pencil. Fasten the ends to the sign and hang over the fence. 
Finishing: Use a black marker to color any unfinished areas 
of the box, such as window and doorway edges. Outline each 
dormer and the chimney. Spray the house with varnish.

figures were cast in molds and hand-painted by 
artisans who turned out 10-20 pieces a day. 
After a few hundred pours, molds would wear 
out, prompting the creation of new designs. As 
a result, these fragile, limited-supply containers 
bring anywhere from $100 to $2,500 in 
perfect condition. 


» Gandiles. Wax creators such as the Gurley 
Novelty Company manufactured fantastic candle 
representations of the holiday’s popular icons— 
witches, jack-o’-lanterns, black cats, ghosts, and 
more. They're a little scarce because most were 
burned down, but their pleasing designs also 
made the candles popular just to display and 
keep. Don’t pay more than $25 for one, Mark 
advises, you can often pick one up for just 
$10-$12.A perfect candle, though, can be tough 
to find due to poor storage that often has bent 
and misshaped the wax figurine. 


» Paper party goods. Before the 1930s, 
Halloween was an adult celebration—hosted 

by adults, for adults. In an era of formal 
sophistication, a holiday gathering was 
announced by invitations sent by post, place 
cards were used to properly seat guests, and 
elegant die cuts dressed up the party room 
walls. Party activities most often included 
playing cards, requiring tally cards and winning 
prize candy containers. Manufacturers— 
including Beistle, Gibson, Dennison, and 
Whitney—mass-produced these paper party 
goods, packaging them in boxes of 50-100 items 
from which retailers stocked their inventory. 
Picking up $10 pieces of these paper goods can 
generate an inexpensive, playful display among 
your Halloween collectibles (the older the piece,

the more you can expect to pay). Mark likes to 
search deeper for a complete wholesale box of 
the supplies, which can run $100 or more. 


®» Tin noisemakers. The 1950s saw a 
surge of popularity in holiday noisemakers 
made of tin and decorated with delightful 
lithographed designs. While many rare specialty 
items (such as tambourines) snatch a high 
price in the collectibles market, a plethora of 
horns, shakers, clackers, or other common toys 
is fairly easy to grab for $20-$30. Get your 
hands on them now—Mark predicts they are an 
underrecognized treasure that will soon gain in 
popularity and price. 

Following Mark’s advice and then injecting 
your own ingenuity to the process should give 
you a collection that will make your celebration 
of Halloween extraspecial for years to come.

Fold down the corners of the seam 
allowance to the back side and stitch 
to finish off the end. Repeat on 
opposite end. 

Make the bow tie: Cut a 3x4-inch 
piece of fusible web. Fuse to the back 
side of the red sequin fabric. When 
cool, trim fabric to the size of the 
fusible web. Remove web paper and 
fold the sequin fabric over on itself 


edge to edge. Fuse together with an 
iron, using a press cloth or sheet of 
plain paper to prevent the sequins from 
adhering to the iron. Gather the sequin 
cloth in the center and hand-stitch to 
secure. Stitch a plastic-coated paper clip 
to the back of the bow tie. Use the 
paper clip to attach the tie to the 
child’s shirt. 

Make the hatband: Cut a 2-inch- 
wide band of red sequin fabric to fit 
around the hat. Spray the back of the 
band with spray adhesive and adhere 
around the hat.

Every party needs a few hearty offerings to 
balance out the snacks and sweets. You can turn 
shepherd's pie into a ghoulish delight when you 
top individual servings of the meaty stew with 
whipped potatoes piped into ghostly shapes. 
Murky green capers give these specters their 
creepy beady eyes. 
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Spooky Stew 

Spoon your favorite hot stew into 
individual serving dishes, filling each 
about two-thirds full. Using a pastry 
bag fitted with a large plain round tip, 
pipe hot mashed potatoes into a ghost 
shape on top of each. Use capers for 
ghost eyes. Sprinkle shredded cheddar 
cheese around the base of each ghost. 


Alley Cat Pops 

Insert a frozen-treat stick into the 

end of your favorite peanut butter- 

or marshmallow-flavored cereal bar 
rectangles. Brush tops and sides of 
each rectangle with melted semisweet 
chocolate; place coated rectangles on a 
baking sheet lined with waxed paper. 
Let stand until chocolate is set. 

For ears, cut triangle shapes from 
heavy-duty foil. Brush some melted 
chocolate onto one side of triangles; 
place on a baking sheet lined with 
waxed paper. Chill until chocolate is 
set. Brush some melted butterscotch- 
flavored pieces to make spots on 
rectangles. Use candy-coated milk 
chocolate pieces with a dot of melted 
chocolate for eyes and a confetti 
sprinkle for the nose. Pipe on melted 
white baking pieces for whiskers and 
a mouth. 

Peel foil from chocolate ears and use 
melted chocolate to stick them on to 
the back of the rectangles. Chill to set. 


Jack-o’-Lantern 

Cheese Ball 

Make your favorite cream cheese ball 
recipe and shape the mixture into one 
large ball and one small ball. Roll each 
ball in crushed nacho-cheese flavored 
snack chips. Place cheese balls on a 
kale-lined platter. Cut pitted ripe olives 
into triangle-shape pieces. Press olive 
pieces into cheese ball, making eyes 
and a mouth (you may need to remove 
chips from those areas to help them 
stick). Place a dill pickle half on the top 
of each for a stem. 


Batty Bites 

For a large bat, cut a chocolate-flavored 
breakfast pastry in half diagonally. For 

a small bat, cut a chocolate-flavored 


breakfast pastry in half diagonally and 
then in half again, making four 
triangles. 

To make a bat, carefully dip one side 
of two pastry triangles into melted 
semisweet chocolate. Place triangles, 
chocolate sides up, on a baking sheet 
lined with waxed paper. Embellish 
triangle wings with decorative 
sprinkles. 

Dip a chocolate, cream-filled 
sandwich cookie (large for a large bat 
and miniature for a small bat) into 
melted chocolate. Place a cookie body 
on top of the triangle wings. Add eyes 
of almonds, sunflower kernels, and/or 
pumpkin seeds. For the almond eyes, 
use miniature chocolate pieces as pupils. 
Chill until chocolate is set. 


Scary Spider Cake 

Prepare and bake a 1-layer cake mix 
according to package instructions, 
except pour batter into a greased and 
floured 14¥2-quart glass mixing bowl. 
Bake for 35 to 40 minutes or until 

a toothpick inserted near the center 
comes out clean. Let cake stand at 
room temperature for 5 minutes. 

Remove cake from bowl and cool 
completely, top side down, on a 
wire rack. 

Cut 8 créme-filled rolled wafer 
cookies in half at a slight angle. Dip 
the angled ends of each cookie into 
some melted semisweet chocolate; place 
the two dipped ends together on the 
baking sheet lined with waxed paper to 
form a leg. Chill until chocolate is set. 

Frost rounded surface of cake with 
chocolate frosting. Add white licorice 
pastel candies to make a mouth. Place 
rounded pastel wafer candies on as 
eyes. Use frosting to stick candy-coated 
milk chocolate pieces on as pupils. Cut 
two corners from red licorice candy; 
use pointy corners as fangs. Top cake 
with curly grated milk chocolate. Insert 
cookie legs into each side of cake. 


Tombstone Trio 


For each skeleton, cut a large 
marshmallow in half forming two 
rounds. Dip marshmallow rounds and 
some thick pretzel stick pieces into 


melted white baking chocolate; place 
on a baking sheet lined with waxed 
paper. Chill until set. 

Using a pastry bag fitted with a 
small round tip, pipe chocolate frosting 
onto marshmallow halves to make 
skeleton faces. Pipe a little frosting on a 
chocolate graham cracker and attach a 
marshmallow skeleton head. Pipe a little 
frosting lengthwise onto the undersides 
of coated pretzel pieces, attaching 
them to the graham cracker to create a 
skeleton body. Use some melted white 
chocolate baking chocolate to pipe ribs 
onto the skeleton over the spine. 

Line a serving platter with green 
tinted coconut “grass.” Sprinkle on 
crushed chocolate graham crackers 
as “dirt.” Stick the remaining 
marshmallow halves partly underneath 
the skeleton-topped graham crackers 
to prop them up; place on “dirt.” 
Using chocolate frosting, decorate 
a chocolate-filled butter cookie as a 
tombstone. Stick a cookie into each 
marshmallow half, positioning it as 
a tombstone. 


Cockeyed Cuckoos
